An  Ordinance  to  require  all  cars  used  as  trailers  upon 
any  of  the  passenger  railways  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, to  be  provided  with  proper  guards  to  their 
wheels,  so  as  to  prevent  accidents. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  all  passenger  railway 
companies  within  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
protected  with  wMch  shall  use  any  cars  as  trailers  (that 
proper  guards.  -^^  attached  to  and  drawn  after  any  other 
car),  to  cause  the  wheels  of  such  trailers 
to  be  protected  by  proper  guards,  so  as  to 
prevent  any  person  from  being  injured  by 
said  wheels. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted  and  ordain- 
ed. That  any  passenger  railway  company 
which  shall  use  any  trailer  after  the  expir- 
ation of  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of

this  ordinance,  without  the  guards  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  live  dollars  for  each 
and  every  day  that  any  trailer  without 
such  guards  shall  be  so  used,  to  be  recov- 
ered as  other  fines  and  penalties  are  re- 
covered.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, That  the  City  Commissioner  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to 
have  all  that  part  of  Broadway,  from  the 
Belgian  blocks  on  Canton  avenue  to  the 
north  building  line  of  Preston  street,  with 
all  the  intersections  of  cross  streets,  re- 
paved  with  sheet  Trinidad  lake  asphalt,  to 
be  the  best  quality  of  refined  Trinidad 
asphalt,  obtained  fromtthe  so  called  pitch 
or  asphalt  lake  in  the  Island  of  Trinidad, 
and  reset  and  rekerb  with  six-inch  kerbing 
where  necessary,  except  that  used  as  the 
road  bed  of  the  car  track  now  laid ;  and 
where  the  grade  is  over  six  (6)  feet  to  the 
hu'ndred  (100)  feet,  the  City  Commissioner 
may   have   the  same  paved   with   Belgian 
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blocks  or  other  improved  pavement,  at  a 
cost  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  (:t^3.00)  a 
square  yard;  the  cost  of  the  said  sheet  as- 
phalt pavement  so  laid  to  be  not  more  than 
two  dollars  and  seventy  five  cents  (82.75) 
for  each  square  yard,  and  the  whole  cost  of 
paving,  rekerbing  and  resetting  of  kerb 
to  be  defrayed  as  follows  ;  that  is  to  say: 
the  whole  cost  shall  be  defrayed  and  borne

XXIII,  Baltimore  City  Code,  title  "Health,"  sub-title 
"Small-Pox,"  and  re-enact  the  same  as  amended. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  Sections  119  and  122  of  Article  XXIII, 
Baltimore  City  Code,  title  '-Health,"  sub- 
title "Small-Pox,"  be,  and  the  same  are  here- 
by, repealed  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 


Sec.  119.  There  shall  be  appointed,  as 
other  City  officers  are,  a  vaccine  physician 
for  each  ward,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of 
the  ward  for  which  he  may  be  appointed, 
if  practicable,  w^ho  shall  vaccinate  in  his 
ward  all  such  persons  as  may  be  pointed 
out  to  him  by  any  member  of  the  Board  of 
Health  as  susceptible  to  small-pox  conta- 
gion, and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit 
each  dwelling  house  in  the  ward,  and  vac- 
cinate or  re-vaccinate  every  person  whom 
he  may  in  his  opinion  deem  in  need  of  that

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operation,  and  to  be  prepared  at  his  office, 
at  such  hours  as  may.  be  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Health,  to  vaccinate  all  who 
may  there  call  on  him  requiring  that  oper- 
ation, and  said  physician  shall  enter  upon 
the  performance  of  the  duties  prescribed  by 
this  section  immediately  after  his  ap- 
pointment, and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty 
Duties.  of  the  several  vaccine  physicians  to  keep  a 

record  of  the  names,  age  and  residences  of 
all  whom  they  may  vaccinate  or  re-vacci- 
nate, and  report  the  same  monthly  under 
oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  it  shall  further  be  their  duty  to  report 
to  the  Board  of  Health  the  names  and 
residences  of  all  persons  who  shall  refuse 
to  suffer  themselves,  or  members  of  their 
household,  to  be  vaccinated  when  the  same 
shall  be  necessary.
